n was badly wounded, 
but not dead, and ed to town and gave 
the alarm. A white family named Phillips. 
consisting of seven pirsons, were also kilied 
seven miles from Silvas City last night. 

A band of thirty-fivé Indians, with a large 
number of squaws, mpted to raid, Camp 
Fleming about 9 o k. All the women and 
children of the cafip were removed into a 
shaft of the Old n Mine and the entrance 
was well barricad The Indians, as shown 
by their signal-fi 8, remained in the vicinity 
until near morning and then went south and 
were seen next morning rounding up all the 
horses in the ighborhood. Over 100 
people have been killed so far about Silver 
City and the Gila neighborhood. Two bands of 
Indians, one numbering fifteen and the other 
twenty, were seen going south this afternoon 
near Hudson’s Springs, twenty-four miles from 
here. A large fore of men are guarding Hud- 
son tonight. 

When the news wis brought of the murders 
near Silver City parties offered to take soldiers 
to where they were sure to have a fight, but 
the troops went to Fert Bayard for orders and 
staid there. Jack Fleming, with a party of 
citizens, is after the [ndians now. A rumor 
is current that one of he party was shot. 

Tucson, Ari., May 28.5-[Special.]—A special 
from Silver City says: Capt. Madden struck 
Geronimo's band of Apechés yesterday fore- 
noon at one of the settiements on Upper Gila 
and run them into the md@intains where be ex- 
pected a fight today, but the Indians 
evaded him, going eat by an old trail 
by the Gila to near Fort Bayard. 
At Welty’s Ranch, on Beer Creek, they were 
seen, and a posse was sent to Silver City for 
help. About twenty left nere at 4 p. m. to 
protect the exposed ranches and camps. No dep- 
redations were committed zn Bear Creek. At 
12 o'clock the citizens’ partg took up the trail 
and followed in close purguit till 11 o'clock 
this forenoon, leaving. it four miles 
from Fort Bayard. Sevefal ranches within 
seven miles of this place were plundered and 
destroyed. No lives were lost. About 5 
o’clock last evening a fawily of Mexicans 
numbering five were killed, children being 
brained. Another Mexican’ was shot at the 
same time, but escaped with his wife. 
At daylight this mores their pb swe

was attacked and an American wounded. The 
Indians are heading for the Black Rahge. A 
party of citizens has just left here to warn and 
protect settlers onthe Rio Mimbres. Capt. 
Lee with seventy-five men took up the trail at 
noon today. Capt. Overton is reported under 
arrest for cowardice. 

A special from Stein’s Pass says the Indians 
have been sighted in Doubtful Uafion, a short 
distance from that piace. It is more than 
probable they will attempt to go through 
Stein’s Pass by the old Indian trail. Two com- 
panies of cavairy in the immediate vicinity 
w.ll intercept them. 

Fort STANTON, N. M., May 28.—T wo of Ger- 
onimo’s squaws captured by the Indian police 
have arrived here. One of them wore five gold 
rings, evidentiy taken from victims of the pres- 
ent raid. The squaws tore their hair and 
wildly lamented their fate. Maj. Van Horn is 
bere and Bas received an offer from the San 
Juan Chief of Mescaleros of 150 warriors in 
case the hostiles comes east of the Rio Grande 
River. 


THE SAVAGES MOVING SOUTH. 

Enaus, N. M., May 28.—[Special. ;—The dep- 
redations on the east side of Black Range 
in the neighborhood of Chloride, Fairview, and 
Grafton have been exaggerated. But seven 
persons are thus far known to have been killed 
there, which, added to the twenty-four killed 
on the west side in the neighborhood 
of Alma, make a total of  thirty- 
one, not including an} that may have 
fallen victim, within the last two days and not 
yet reported, Capt Chaffee of the Fourth Cav- 
alry, who went from CucniHo to Fairview yes- 
terday, saw no trails. The report of the thirty- 
five hostiles approaching Cottonwood Willow 
Springs yesterday morning must have been 
talse, as the troops would hate crossed the 
trail. Capt. Chaffee left Fairview today for 
Kingston and Hillsboro. and reports that 
twelve or fifteen Indians at the outside have 
been on each side of Black Range and the hos- 
tiles are moving south down the Gila and 
Nimbres. All trails since the killing of the 
three men near Grafton Sunday have led south. 
Some horses were stolen from Hermosa, 
twenty miles southwest of Chloride, Monday 
night. The trailled towards Kingston. Capt. 
Chaffee says the main trail bas not been seen 
east of the range. There is every reason to 
believe the main body of hostiles, numbering 
130 or more, is still west of the range, and that 
only a mal scouting party of ten or fifteen 
has crossed to this side. Settlers have been 
flocking into Chioride and Fairview by 
the score for the last few days, and 
these towns are now crowded with famiiies 
from the ranges. The stock has ail been driven 
to the neighborhood of the towns wherever 
practicable, and everything on the ranches 
that could not be carried off abandoned. No 
news bas been received from the Mescaleros. 
and Navajos tonight, nor anything further re- 
garding the band of redskins reported yester- 
day gu the west bank of the Rio Grande, ten 
miles above here. Rumors of all kinds fill the 
air, but it is impossibie to trace them to a re-

Tue latter succeeded in killing 
two Indians before getting away. News has 
just been received of additional murders in 
the Black Range. Families from all the sur- 
rounding country are in town, and intense ex- 
citement prevails. 


WORD FROM CROOK—THE MESCALEROS 
FAITHFUL. 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., May 28.—Gen. Crook 
bas telegraphed from Arizona to the military 
department: 

No more troops are needed at present. 
The troops from Bowie are stationed in Stein 
Pass; those from Huachuca at the mouth of 
Guadalupe Cafion, to intercept the hostiles if 
they shonid double back to go into Mexico by

What 
has made it so difficult to get any definit infor- 
mation in regard to the Indians is the rapidity

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 28.— Indian Agent 
Llewellyn, at the Mescalero Agency, New Mex- 
ico, has telegraphed the Indian Bureau as fol- 
lows: 

The Apachés under Geronimo are now dep- 
redating west of the Rio Grande. Two women 
of Geronimo’s camp came in here today. I 
have confined them in the guard-bouse. Maj. 
Vanborn, commanding at Fort Stanton, 1s here 
today. The Mescaleros have tendered him 150 
men to accompany his troops sbould the hos- 
tiles come within striking distance. There are 
twenty-five bucks of the Victoria band who 
have lived here with the Mescaleros three 
years. If necessary I will arrest and hoid 
them until the trouble is over. The Mescaleros 
can be depended upon, and will not join the 
host iles.“ 

Correspondence transmitted by the War De- 
partment to the Indian Bureau sbow that the 
Apaché Indian outbreak was caused by whisky. 
The Indians manulactured large quantities of 
“tiswin” and became intoxicated. Knowing 
that punishment would follow this infraction 
of the rules, they abandoned the reservation 
and went on the warpath. 

Santa Fe, N. M., May 28.—[Special.|—Gen, 
Crook reaches Fort Bayard tonight. He and 
Gen. Bradley will look after matters in the fleld 
in person. 


A RUSH OF WATERS. 


NINE PERSONS DROWNED BY THE WATER- 
SPOUT NEAR INDIANOLA, NEB, 

LINCOLN, Neb., May 28.—/|Specia!.|—Late 
particulars about the waterspout near Indian- 
ola show that nine persons were drowned— 
three women and six children. 

The party consisted of three men, three 
women, and six children. They were Mennon- 
ites and recent arrivals in this country, baving 


located early this spring near he V 


They lived in two small cabins on a low tract 
of land. During the severe rain-storm last 
night a waterspout burst and drowned all the 
party but the three men. The latter by a des- 
perate effort managed to reach high ground 
and were saved. One man clung to a tree for 
several hours, his body part of the time in 
water. 

There was no wind. The storm was accom- 
panied with thunder and lightning. It was 
simply a sudden deluge of water, which in the 
immediate vicinity where it fell was ten feet 
deep and, as it spread, covered the prairie to a 
depth of three feet. The night was dark, and 
the children, women, and men were soon sepa- 
rated inthe flood. The immigranis lost all 
they had, the cabins, sheds, wagons, etc,, float- 
ing away. One mau lost about $1,200 in cash. 
The bodies of the dead are being searched for 
and will be found soon, as the water is rapidly 
going down. 

INDIANOLA, Neb., May 28.— Special. |—Tues- 
day evening seventeen Bohemians en route to 
Dundy Creek camped at Richman Wafion, near 
the Republican River and not far from this 
place. At dark a heavy rain set in, and at 10 
o’ clock a water-spout burst, flooding the cafion 
fifteen feet deep. The water came down the 
cafion with each wave rising a foot or two higher 
than its predecessor. The party were asleep in 
their wagons. The one nearest the bed of the 
stream was occupied by John Macek, wife, and 
son; the .centre one by John Osmer, wife, 
and four children, and two other children; 
and the third by Joseph Havelic, wife, and 
three children. Havelic was awakened firat. 
He jumped up and grasped the wagon-tongue 
and attempted to pull the wagon out of the 
water. The waves wrested the tongue trom 
bis grasp and carried the wagon out into the 
raging flood. 

Osmer had already jumped from his 
wagon and succeeded in getting four children 
to the shore; but before he could return to 
the wagon it was carried down the seething 
cafion. 

The first Macek knew of the situation he was 
sailing down the stream. Seeing a tree just 
ahead, he bade his wife and son cling to him 
and he would try and catch the tree. He suc- 
ceeded, but the sudden stop shook off bis wife 
and son, and they went down in the flood. 
Macek climbed into the tree, from which he 
was rescued in the morning. 

Havelic and Osmer found the residence of 
Simon Jennings, half a mile off, and made 
known what had happened. Word was sent 
to Indianola, and by noon 100 people were 
searching for the bodies of the drowned. Up 
to tonight but two of the bodies had been 
found. 


A CLOUDBURST AT EVANSVILLB, IND. 
EVANSVILLE, Ind., May 28.—Considerable 
damage was done by a cloudburst this after- 
noon in the northern part of the city. Cellars 


were flooded for several blocks near Main, In- | 


diana, ana Jonna streets, and some stores had 
water several feet deep in them. Damage 
amounting to $2,000 is already reported. The 
sewers did not carry off the water rapidly 
enough, some of them being stopped up, and 
damage suits against the oi the city will result. 


A STORM IN ILLINOIS. 

VANDALIA, III., May 28.— [(Speciat.|— The 
heaviest rain-storm tor years, which took more 
the shape of a waterspout than a shower, oc- 
curred here today. Three inches of water fell 
in less than a baif-hour, doing incalculable 


damage in the city in the vicinity of the Town 


Branch, sweeping away every bridge and cul- 
vert, and completely cutting off communi- 
cation with the business centre. All the 
factories along the stream are damaged 
more or less, and much stock was swept away.

The life-boats then succeeded in getting the 
two men who were still afloat, but they were 
very weak, and were on the point of sinking 
when saved. The boats searched carefully 
but vainly among the déoris, and finally, as 
there seemed no hope of finding any more sur- 
vivors, they returned to the Rome. The Rome’s 
bows were found to have sustained nothing 
worse than a few scratches, and Capt. Munro 
gave orders to proceed. 

THE SURVIVORS’ STORY. 

Every man on the George Jeanne, from 
Capt. Joseph Blondin down to the humbiest 
seaman, was a married man. The vessel was 
anchored in twenty-five fathoms of water. The 
work of the day, uccording to the two sur- 
vivors, had been completed, and the decks 
were being put to rights when the City of Rome 
came up. They have no clear recollection of 
what happened after the Rome’s stem cut into 
the quarter of the bark. Itseemed scarcely an 
instant before the waters closed over the sink- 
ing wreck. The survivors will be taken before 
the French Consul tomorrow, who will provide 
them with clothing and send them to their 
homes. 

Up to noon of the day of the collision forty- 
nihe icebergs were seen by the officers of the 
Rome, and nine were afterward passed. The 
collision occurred while the steamer was cross- 
ing what is known as the Grand Banks. The 
Rome lay in the North River, opposit her pier, 
from her arrival today until this evening, 
when she hauled into her berth. The bows 
showed scarcely any signs of her having been 
ina collision. 

A WRECK IN THE GULF. 

Montan, Ala, May 28.—(Spvecial.}]—Capt. 
Lyles and mate of the American brig William 
J. Phillips arrived bere this aiternoon via Pen- 
sacola and report that the brig, wmle on her 
way bither from Porto Rico in ballast, was 
caught in a gale May 18 300 miles north of Cuba 
and rendered helpiess. Five days she drifted 
at the mercy of the waves and full of water, 
when she was sighted by the Swedish bark An- 
gantyr. Sbe was careened and bad nine feet of 
water in her hold. She could not have sur- 
vived many hours longer. The officers and 
crew were brought to Pensacola.

INGALLS ON THE INDIANS, 


HE GIVES SOME INTERESTING VIEWS 
DRAWN FROM A RECENT VISIT TO THE 
TERRITORY—AN INDIAN STATE DESIRED 
BY THE REDS. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 28.—([Special.]— 
United States Senator Ingalls of Kansas ar- 
rived at the union depot today from the In- 
dian Territory on his way home to Atchison, 
in company with Senators Dawes and Morgan, 
members of the special committee appointed 
by Congress to investigate the manner in 
which the treaties made with the Indians of 
the Territory are being complied with. Senator 
Ingalls, also a member ot the committee, has 
been for the last few weeks amongst the tribes 
of the Five Nations studying their condition, 
character, and Government. One question of 
special interest to the committee was the 
treatment of the freed negroes by their former 
Indian masters. 

Wo found on investigation,“ said the Sen- 
ator, that their rights are fully respected and 
little class feeling exists against them. The 
terms of the treaty, as fur as the negroes are 
concerned, are certainly being fully lived up 
to. 

In what condition did you find the Indians 
themselves?“ 

The very best possible. They are prosperous, 
law-abiding, and happy. There is not a single 
pauper in the Nation, and many of the In- 
dians, on the other hand, are really wealthy.“ 

* What do you think of the future ot the In- 
dians?” 

“I think they will work out their own fut- 
ure if left to themselves. The In- 
dians of the Territory are in 
favor of forming an Indian State, 
to be admitted as a member of the Union. 
They say they would willingly receive the In- 
dians from other parts of the country and do 
all in their power to belp them along. About 
the only territory that is yet unoccupied is 
that of Oklahoma, which would be -sufficient to 
accommodate most of the Indians from a dis- 
tance, There is a mistaken idea in regard to 
the amount of arable land owned by the In- 
dians of the Territory. If it were all divided 
amongst them there would not be 160 acre¢ to 
the man. There are vast timbered and degert 
tracts, it is true, but they are of little value. I 
will return to ioin the rest of the committee i n 
Oklahoma in about ten days, when we will take 
up the investigation of that much-discussed 


question. The Indians of the nations consider | 


the lands unquestionably theirs, to be used for 
the settlement of Indian tribes, and they con" 
sider this Territory of vast importance in co oy 
nection with the question of a future Indian 
State.“

JOHN L. SULLIVAN ON HIS MARRIED LIFE— 
NEVER DRUNK BUT OFTEN “FULL’—A 
STATUE TO WEBSTER. 

Boston, Mass., May 28.—[Special.|—The suit 
of Annie Sullivan for a divorce from her hus- 
band, Jobn L. Sullivan, the pugilist, terminated 
today, but the decree was reserved. The boxer 
testified in his own behalf. He put bis age at 
27 years. His occupation, he said, was that of 
a professional boxer, and the only prize fight 
in which he ever engaged was with Ryan in 
1882. He first met his wife at the corner of 
Hammond street and Sbawmute avenue. and 
was introduced to her by a hackman 
named Stickney, at her request. He 
lived with her one year and two 
weeks before they were married, and in that 
time she traveled with him through the coun- 
try. His babits were not nearly as bad now as 
they were before his maariage, and his wife 
never made any objections to his drinking nor 
asked him to reform. She always made it a 
practice to drink with him, and ‘made no objec- 
tion to beer, sherry wine, whisky, or even 
rum-punches. 

When asked if he were ever drunk, Sullivan 
with some emphasis replied: “I never was 
drunk in my life; I’ve been full,“ but never 
drunk.“ He also swore that he never struck bis 
wifein his life, nor did he ever throw a giass 
at her. She left him Dec. 6, 1884, and he had 
not.seen her since until the trial. When asked 
if he ever bad any trouble about her relatives 
he made the following reply, which madea 
genéral laugh, and even caused the Judge to 
smile several times: “I had no objection to

Postmaster Judd’s Patronage Amounts to 
Little—Olevelaud Will Make a Fil- 
Sac i New York. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 28,—{Special.] — 
Illinois Democrats are active here. Congress- 
men Ward and Neece and many others ar- 
rived today, and tomorrow Lawler, McHale, 
Leyden, Duncan, and Ladd leave. There is no 
change in the Marshalship contest. Lawier 
and the others who understood the President 
to intimate that there would be an appoint- 
ment today have been convinced that they 
were mistaken, and that a decision need not be 
immediately expected. The opinion prevails 
that the President is reluctant to go outside of 
Chicago, and that the contest is receiving com- 
paratively little attention from him, on the 
theory that the delay may serve to bring out a 
more available, or at least a less objectionable, 


‘man than any in the present list. 


The Springfleld Post-Office is coming into 
prominence as Springer becomes more em- 
phatic in his demands for the removal of Paul 
Selby as an offensive partisan. Springer 
charges that Selby has personally and insult- 
ingly attacked Cleveland through the press 
and on the stump, and is an extremely offensive 
partisan. Some of the Illinois Democrats are 
confident that the removal of Selby will be one 
of the first to be made, and that Clendening, 
Springer’s candidate, will be appointed almost 
without opposition. Clendeningis said to have 
the indorsement of most of the Congressmen 
and legislators of Illinois. 

The fight for the Appraisership attracts at- 
tention, as three candidates are here pressing 
their claims. County-Commissioner Leyden 
filed his papers today, while Thomas E. Court- 
ney and Coroner Boyden are both pressing in 
the same direction. 

John J. Curran, the one man upon whom 
Lawier pins his hopes, was also among today’s 
arrivals, and, with Lawler, called upon Secre- 
tary Manning and filed his application for 
the Sub-Treasuryship, with indorsements 
of bankers, business-men, and lum- 
ber merchants, Lawier told Manning 
that Curran was the best man in Chicago tor 
the place, and Manning told Lawler that was 
the kind of a man he wanted. Candidate and 
Congressman came away well pleased with the 
interview. Lawler knows of no other appii- 
cants for this appointment, although it is com- 
mon report that ex-Senator Dearborn aspires 
in-this direction and has Springer’s support. 
The term of the present incumbent does not 
expire until December, and no steps have been 
taken to remove him. If the prospect of a 
change was more immediate there would un- 
doubtedly be anumber of additional applica- 
tions.

Curious things are happening in the civil 
service. Offensive partisans are being discoy- 
ered in all quarters. Congressman Bragg of 
Wisconsin succeeded in having three clerks in 
various departments removed today on no 
other ground than thac at their homes they had 
been active in politics. Persons interested in 
the question of offensive partisanship have 
been hunting the Republican papers which 
bave been edited by men in Government post- 
tions, and have prepared scrap-books to be sub- 
mitted to the heads of the departments, doubt- 
less in accordance with the suggestions of the 
Vilas circular as to offensive partisanship. It 
js said to be a fact that three clerks in the 
Treasury have been detailed to examine the 
army and navy discharges to ascertain whether 
or not among the clerks under the Treasury 
who claim to have been soldiers or sailors 
there are any who have no right to that claim. 

First Assistant Postmaster-General Hay is 
said to complain that he is embarrassed in his 
work by the fact that his Chief Clerk—Marr— 
is inefficient from age. Marr is avery old 
man. He has been fifty-three years in contin- 
uous service. He has been kept by all Ad- 
ministrations, partly because he was an en- 
cyclopedia of knowledge of the usages of 
the department, and partly because no 
Postmaster-General had the heart to discharge 
bim. Congress so far recognized the principle 
of civil pensions as to add $500 to the salary of 
that office during the term of service of the 
present incumbent. Marr is about 84 years of 
age and has always been & Democrat. He 
would be very less efficient than he is but for 
the fact that he is aided by a very efficient 
deputy clerk, Secretary Endicott bas discov- 
ered in his department also a clerk who was 
appointed by Jefferson Davis. Some of the 
Republican clerks say that this old servant is 
an offensive partisan, as he has voted for every 
Democratie candidate for the Presidency from 
Dougias to Cleveland.

of gold deposited in New York for silver certifi- 
cates delivered at other points, mainly in the 
South. This was regarded by the former offi- 
cials as an effectual method of getting out the 
silver notes and at the same time increasing 


issuance of silver certificates for gold deposits 
is virtually stopped. The benefits are claimed 
to be a saving of the expense of transporting 
the silver notes, an increase in the proportion 
of gold used in paying customs duties, and a 
gradual increase in the free silver in the Treas- 
ury. The change of policy necessitates a 
genéral movement of legal tenders and 
National bank-notes in place of the extensive 
shipments of silver certificates for which the 
Government has paid. It is stated that Secre- 
tary Manning is strongly opposed to any policy 
which involves payments in any money unac- 
ceptable to the payee, and that he proposes no 
step toward forcing out silver through clear 
ing-bouse payments if the methods prove as 
successful as he believes they will. If the 
monthly loss of gold can by the present policy 
by kept below $2,000, 000 he sees no necessity 
for changes of policy until after Congress has 
had an opportunity to stop the silver coinage.

Nuw Yorx, May 28.— Special. After don 


prison for more than seven years, slipping 
again and again from the clutches of the law 
througb good luck and legal technicalities, 
Mrs. Ellen B. K. Peck was today found 
guilty of forgery in the third degree by 
a jury. The New York police considered her 
one of the sbrewdest criminals they have ever 
had to deal with. She has been locked in the 
Tombs since last January awaiting trial for 
the charge of which sbe was convicted to- 
day. Eleven indictments were pigedon- 
holed against her in the District-Attor- 
ney’s office, but till today she had never been 
brought to trial on one of them. She was 
tried once in Brooklyn for swindling a diamond 
broker of $30,000 worth of jewels, but the law 
did not quite cover the case and she was ac 


quitted. Today the second time she faced a jury 


on u criminal charge, and the first time 
he has ever been vonvicted. Besides the in- 
dictments, she bas at present seventeen civil 
suits pending against her, all growing out of 
her econfidence-game operations. A great 
many people went into the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer simply to look at her. 
All the jurors summoned knew of her, 
and, singularly enough, most of them in con- 
nection with some different charge than the 
one on which she was tried. Mrs. Peck was 
charged with forgery in having executed and 
uttered a forged bond to secure a mort- 
gage of $2,000 obtained from the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company of 
this city, and represented to be on real estate 
in the name of herself and her husband, 
Richard W. Peck, at No. 307 Putnam avenue, 
Brooklyn. The prosecution showed in 
an very few minutes that the man 
Mrs. Peck represented to be her 
husband was not her husband, but 
a convict now in Sing Sing, and the convict 
himseif was produced in court. Then the 
business partner of Mr. Peck showed that the 
signatures on the instrument were not made 
by Mr. Peck, and here the prosecution 
rested. To the surprise of everybody, 
jurors and all, the defense stated that 
their case rested here also. After the case 
went to the jury it took them only three min- 
utes to bring in a verdict. Then the prosectu- 
tion asked that the prisoner be remanded until 
it was decided if another indictment against 
her for forgery would be tried, If it is and she 
is convicted, instead of going to prison for five 
years or more, she stands a good chance of 
going there for life. She was re 
manded to prison until Tuesday. 
Mrs. Peck first came _ into police 
notice in June, 1868, when, under the guise of 
a detective, she swindled B. T. Babbitt, the 
soap man, of $19,000, while helping bim to find 
a defaultmg clerk. She bas been dodging the 
police ever since. 8

CINCINNATI, O., May 28.—[Special.|—At the 


Session of the Presbyterian General Assembly 


today a committee of five Elders was appointed 
to prepare a pian for the immediate liquida- 
tion of the debt of nearly $200,000 now resting 
on the two mission boards of the church. A 
permanent committee of ten was ordered to 
prepare,for the Centennial of the Presbyterian 
Church in 1888. Fraternal greetings were sent 
to the United Brethren and to the Reformed 
Presbyterian Church. The Form of Govern- 
ment” was amended so that bereafter 
the General Assembly shall consist of one 
minister and one Elder for each presbytery, 
and of one minister and one Eider for each 
twenty-four ministers in the presbytery or 
fraction greater than twelve. 

The Rev. Dr. Taylor of Wooster read the re- 
port of the Committee ou Education. The 
board raised last year $72,000. Three thousand 
churches did not pay a cent to this work. Of 
the 6,000 Presbyterian churches more than 
1,200 are without pastors. No argument could 
more strongly present the claims of this board 
upon the financial ability of the denomination. 
The Rev. Dr. Poor, the Secretary of the board, 
followed up the report with a telling speech. 
One of the points he made was that of the 126 
ministers whose names increased the minis- 
terial roll of the churoh last year more than 
two thirds came from other denominations, 
“TIT am glad.“ commented the witty divine, 
‘*that our denomination is so attractive, but 
this is a case in which it is more blessed as well 
as more ocreditabie to give than to receive.” 
Applause. ] The Rev. Dr. Seibert, Professor 
of Theology in the Dubuque Theological 
School, followed in an eloquent appeal, 
not for money, but for holy, consecrated, self- 
sacrificing men. When God has a great work 
to be done He provides, not money, but great 
men equal to the needs of the hour. The Rev. 
Dr. Danie! Lorsch, a representative of the Free 
Evangelical Church of France, presented to 
the assembly the fraternal greeting of, that 
church. He detailed the history of his church. 
He spoke a good word for the McCall Mission. 
A very pacriarchal figure was that of the Rev. 
Dr. Williams, who represented the Re ormed 
Churob of America. He spoke at length of the 
intimate personal relation of the two denomi- 
nations by the mutual interchange of eminent 
ministers throughout the past. The Moderator, 
the Rev. Dr. Craven, appropriately responded 
on behalf of the assembly.

INSPECTING THE NEW WESTERN 
LOGICAL SEMINARY. 


The trustees of the Western Theological 
Seminary beld a meeting at the new sem:nary 
building yesterday and made a gereral inspec- 
tion of the work. Dr. Tolman Wheeler, the 
founder of the seminary, was present, and the 
trustees and jincorporators present included 
Bishop McLaren, Dr. Morrison, Dr. Locke, 
Canon Knowles, Dr. Vibbert, and Messrs. 8, C. 
Judd, E. H. Sheldon, and C. R. Larrabee. 

The new seminary consists of two buiidings— 
a main building and a dormitory—and both are 
now very near completion. Only a littie car- 
penter work and painting remain to be done, 
and it is expected the work will be completed 
in about six weeks. The seminary will be 
opened for business September next. 

The principal business of the trustees yes- 
terday wasto consider the work of opening, 
such as the appointment of professors ana the 
filling of the various other offices. All the 
necessary preliminary arrangements were 
talked over, and several sub-committees ap- 
pointed to have charge of the various branches 
of the work. 

The trustees all expressed themselves highly 
gratified with the arrangement and character 


ot the buildings. The whole in 
including the : ry to n 
with, will reach about $80,000. Dr. Wheeler's 
donation was $225,000; of chis sum $25,000 was 
paid for the lot, and, with $80,000 more for the 
buildings, this will leave an endowment fund of 
$120,000.. The buildings are located on Wash- 
ington boulevard, near California avenue. 
The lot is 200 feet front by 214 deep. the rear 
extending to Park avenue. The buildings are of 
pressed brick, tour stories high, finished inside 
with hardwood. The dormitory building con- 
tains thirty-two bedrooms and sixteen large 
sitting-roonis, and is sufficient to accommodate 
sixty-four students. The professors’ rooms, 
recitation rooms, iecture hails, chapel, library, 
offices, dining-rooms, servants’ rooms, kitchen, 
and laundry are in the main building. The 
basement of the dormitory is occupied by the 
boilers and the engineer's room. The Building 
Committee—Bishop McLaren, Dr. Morrison, 
and Mr. Judd—is much pleased with the work. 

The founder's intention as well as that of 
the incorporators is that the Western Theo- 
logical Seminary shall occupy the same posi- 
tion and pursue the same methods in the West 
that the Episcopal Seminary of New York does 
in the East.

THE SUICIDE MANIA. 
Disastrous as the present year promises 
to be to human life, it is questionable whether 
its record will not eventually show that more 
lives have been lost by suicide than by any 
other single cause, so far at least as this 
country is concerned. Human life is not 
only held cheap by the lowerand more brutal 
elements of society, but the regard for it 
seems to have lowered so rapidly that self- 
murder is now perpetrated upon the slightest 
provocation and for reasons which sometimes 
are absurd and often grotesque. It is never 
possible to obtain the exact number of 
suicides accomplished in a certain time, As 
many of them are not reported, ‘but an ap- 
proximate idea of their rapid increase may 
be obtained from the number reported by tele- 
graph, and these, since the 1st of last January, 
foot up 878, which is nearly a hundred more 
than were reported for the first five months 
of last year, or for many years previously. 
These self-murders are not confined by any 
means to unknown people. On the other 
hand, among the prominent persons who 
have shuffled off the mortal coil by their own 
hands this year are three bankers, three city 
officials, nine merchants, three Postmasters, 
three clergymen, two lawyers, three college 
professors, two dentists, two editors, and one 
Judge, actor, physician, artist, and army 
officer. Melancholia is the most common 
cause, and next, in the order named, come 
unknown reasons, insanity, disappointed 
love, domestic infelicity, liquor, ill health, 
and business losses. There is a general im- 
pression that women are more addicted to 
suicide than men, but such is not the case. 
Of the 378 instances reported above, 294 were 
men, and the same proportion holds good 
year by year. An analysis of the causes 
which have led to suicide shows some curious 
facts. A boy of 17 recently committed suicide 
because his father reprimanded him. He 
took poison in a barn, and one ot his father’s 
employés seeing him commit the fatal act 
prgqeured poison and killed himself before 
night also. A boy of 14 at Mount Carroll in 
this State hanged himself because his mother 
punished him. John Herst of Erie, Pa., a 
lad of 11, hanged himself because his mother 
told him he must take medicine. A student 
in St. Louis suicided because he failed to 
pass an examination for admission to the 
Missouri Medical College. A boy of 14 at 
Rockford in this State read of a suicide and 
then took his life in the same manner. 
Large numbers of silly young people have 
killed themselves because their parents 
would not allow them to marry as they 
wished. While the majority of deaths have 
been those of very young persons, no age is 
exempt from the craze, for Elizabeth Bowy 
of Falmouth, Ky., without any apparent 
reason, barred the doors and windows, set 
her house afire, and was burned to death, 
‘while another very old woman in New York, 
in a fit of passion with one of her 
neighbors, poured kerosene over her bed, 
touched it off with a match and then de- 
liberately threw herself into the burning 
clothes. What sadder case can be found than 
that of George W. Tripp of Freeport, N. V., 
an old man of 79, who, when he was told 
that his wife, with whom he had lived hap- 
pily over fifty years, could not live, went out 
and hanged himself in the barn, leaving be- 
hind him only these words: Mother will 
die and leave me alone. I cannot bear it.” 
It is a curious phase of the suicide mania 
that it goes over the country in waves. The 
recent sad suicide of a young lady at Rock- 
ford, III., by drowning has been followed by 
several other cases of a similar character, 
two of which grew out of reading the ac- 
counts of her death, The latest victims 
among these young girls are Nellie Canfield, 
a grandniece of Abraham Lincoln, who shot 
herself at a female seminary at Belleville, 
N. J., and Miss Hattie Bedient, the daughter 
of a ‘farmer at Hornby, N. X., who killed 
herself recently at the Grand Union Hotel, 
New York. It is stated by the New York 
World that her suicide has served to disclose 
the startling fact that at the present time 
there are ten young girls missing within a 
radius of a few miles from that city. The

general cause which lies behind these suicides 


is surely worthy of study by the social phi- 
losophers, for the disease appears to be grow- 
ing epidemic in its character. It is certainly 
worth while to consider what arguments can 
be used to prevent a man under the influence 
of extreme melancholy from taking his life. 
If the instinct of self-preservation is the 
strongest implanted in our nature it would be 
equally well to consider why it is that scores 
of boys and girls, to whom life is specially

REPUBLICANS MUST Go. 

It is related of Appointment-Clerk Hig- 
gins that. his favorit amusement is to walk 
about the departments, drawing his finger 
across his throat to signify decapitation, and 
muttering Republicans must go.” This 
statement looks as though it may have been 
made in a figurative sense, but it corresponds 
with another statement which comes from an 
independent source and has a very real ap- 
pearance. The second statement is conveyed 
in the following Washington dispatch to an 
Administration newspaper: 

The Remocrats throughout this city were 
very much gratified over the report given 
by Senator Voorhees of an interview that he 
bad with the President. Senator Voorhees says 
that Mr. Cleveland told him that he intended 
to remove every Kepubiican officcholder of 
any prominence at the very eariiest possible 
moment. ‘The President.“ said the Senator, 
“assured me that not one of them would be 
left. The only delay now would simply be that 
which was absolutely necessary to secure good 
men to put in their places.“ All this is confirm- 
atory of what has been claimed. There is to 
be a general change, and the bulk of these 
changes will come very soon after the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year. ‘ 

Whether or not Higgins perambulates the 
departments giving the sign of decapitation 
there is no reason to doubt the Voorhees 
story. The new President is becoming more 
and more convinced every day that he was 
elected for the purpose of redistributing the 
offices, and that he must do this work to suit 
the Democratic politicians who put him in 
office. His surrender to the Iowa politicians 
in the case of the Marshalship for the South- 
ern District of that State is plainly indic- 
ative of the course he will pursue, and we 
have no doubt that the report made by Mr. 
Voorhees will be fully verified, except as to 
the appointment of good men.” 

It was simply absurd to expect of Cleve- 
land that he would be a non-partisan Presi- 
dent and a consistent civil-service reformer. 
Such a result would imply that he was 
stronger than his party. There has been 
nothing in his career to warrant such a con- 
clusion. It may be that he owes his election 
to the mugwump vote of New York, but he 
was elected, nevertheless, as a straight Dém- 
ocratic candidate, and not as a mugwump or 
Independent, He has called about him a set 
of Bourbon advisers—Manning, Bayard, Gar- 
land, Gorman, and so on. He is accountable 
primarily to the Democratic party, which has 
struggled for twenty-four years to get pos- 
session of the offices. As a prominent Dem- 
ocrat in Washington put the case some time 
ago. The Democrats have won a glorious 
victory, and we do not propose to feed the 
enemy on our rations.” 

The Republicans must go. Cleveland could 
not prevent it if he wanted to, for he could 
not stand up against the universal demand of 
his party and the combined assault of Con- 
gress. But he does not desire to make any 
fight for the reteution of Republicans in of- 
fice. He is in the hands of shrewd advisers, 
and he has been going slow” as a matter 
of policy. By a pretense of conservatism in 
the early days of his Administration he can 
make a favorable impression upon the people, 
and a first impression will withstand a good 
deal of subsequent violence. By, delaying 
appointments somewhat he also gives the 
factions and contestants an opportunity to 
wear themselves out in the struggle, and he 
and his associates have time to determine 
what appointments will create least antago- 
nism. His catch-word, ‘‘ offensive partisan,” 
is made broad enough to include every man 
who did not vote the Democratic ticket, and, 
as Mr. Voorhees reports him—‘‘ not one of 
them will be left.” 

The official ax is working pretty well now, 
It is being lubricated every day, and will 
work faster and faster as the date for the 
convening of Congress approaches. All the 
Democrats who want office will not be accom- 
modated, for there are not offices enough to 
go around; but they will get all the offices

THE OPINIONS OF TWO WOMEN. 

Notable contributions to the current dis- 
cussion of the liquor question have recently 
been made by two women—-one coming in the 
shape of a magazine article by Miss Gail 
Hamilton, and the other being a formal pub- 
lic letter written by the President’s “sister, 
Miss Elizabeth Cleveland. ‘There is no nec- 
essary connection like that of argument and 
reply between the respective articles, and 
they are brought into contrast only by rea- 
son of the neatly simultaneous publication of 
views that are in such marked conflict. Miss 
Cleveland’s letter is in facta reply to some 
opinions recently announced by the Rey. Dr. 
Howard Crosby, and her argument, which 
runs largely in the sentimental vein, ends 
with the conclusion that coercive prohibition 
and voluntary temperance are practically one 
and the same thing. Miss Hamilton's pre- 
vious publication is decidedly more logical in 
character, and consists in good part of a 
caustic review ot the methods of political 
temperance agitation recently adopted by the 
„Woman's Christian Temperance Union” 
under the treacherous pilotage of St. Judas, 
which are the ones Miss Cleveland upholds 
and defends, 

The President’s sister protests earnestly 
against Dr. Crosby’s attempt to view the 
temperance quéstion logically and to make a 
strong distinction between the use and the 
abuse of spirituous liquors. She contends 
that the vital principle of the temperance ag- 


ing mothers and sisters to engage in a crusade 
on behalf of their homes, and children, and 
brothers; that it knows no logic but that of 
the heart, and that in this matter sentiment 
is better than the highest philosophy. At- 
tempts to make a distinction betwéen co- 
ercive teetotalism and voluntary temperance, 
or as to the use or abuse of necessary articles, 
she regards as merely the ‘sincere or in- 
sincere lies that bulwark the liquor traffic.” 
She warns Dr, Crosby that ‘‘a Chancellor’s

England may yet be shown. Until it is 
shown, however, he is of opinion that all 
this flurry of public indignation indicates 
rather that the public mind is at a foregone 
conclusion and ‘that passion has deprived it 
of the power of reasoning.” The pith of his 
criticism, howe contained in the fol- 
lowing extract:

The com- 
plications in the former piace have been caused 
by the excessive zea! of agents of the German 
Bast African Company, who are said to bave 
encroached upon Zanzibar territory in the anx- 
lety to secure available trading-posts. By this 
means it is said they have diverted large 
quautities of ivory, gum copal, india- 
rubber, seeds, etc., which formerly came 
from the interior to Zanzibar and Pemba, caus- 
ing great loss and annoyance to the native and 
Indian traders through whuse bands the trafiic 
formeriy passed. The latter appealed to the 
Sultan of Zanzibar, Sayyid Burgbash Bin Saced, 
who addressed a protest on the subject to Ger- 
many, England, and other European Powers. 
The encroachments continued, bowever, and 
the Sultan made reprisals by sending 300 of his 
traops, under Gen. Matthews, to seize the com- 
pany’s chiel trading-post. The capture wag 
peacefully effected, but the company sent an 
urgent demand upon the German Govern- 
ment for a force to compel the restitution 
of their property, which they claim to own un- 
der valid treaties with various native Chieis. 
This has resulted in an order for a German 
squadron, under command of Admiral Kuorr. 
to proceed to the Zanzibar coast and investi- 
gate the subject. The Sultan is uneasy over 
this naval demonstration which is to be made 
upon his coast, and has warned England that 
be may possibly be compelled at any moment 
to demand the fulfillment of the treaty obliga- 
tions assumed by Great Britain when sbe as- 
Sumed a protectorate over Zanzibar. The

INOCULATION FOR CHOLERA. 

Tus TRIBUNE'S correspondent who, when re- 
cenily in Spain, was inoculated ior cholera by 
Dr. Ferran, with the symptoms as then cabled 
to THe TRIBUNE, yesterday found the subject 
discussed that the medical faculty on in- 
formation from the Madrid Govern- 
ment had stopped inoculation by reason 
of the conflicting opinions of physicians 
and the authorities on the efficacy of the treat- 
ment. Sir William Guill, who was created u 
Baronet after saving the Prince of Wales’ life 
in 1871, and made Physician Extraordinary to 
the Queen, was today interviewed after the 
correspondent had related his own inoculation 
experience. 

Correspondent—-W hat is your opinion of the 
efficacy of Dr, Ferran’s method? 

Sir William Guill—Choiera poison is not yet 
certainly known. 1 do not consider Dr. Fer- 
run's discovery as conciusive, but regard it 
rather as the deduction of athought and not 
as the induction of nature, for we must be 
wary of the deduction of idéus. 

Correspondent—What is your answer to Dr. 
Ferran’s proof, as shown by his swallowing a 
cholera germ ? 

Sir William Gull—That was nothing new. It 
has often been done without evil results. I do 
not doubt that Dr. Ferran is using the so- 
called bacilli of the virus, yet he bas got to 
prove to us that his vaccine would really cause 
cholera, Dr. Koch discovered the so- 
called microbes, but then [here Sir William 
looked quizzi¢aliy| be was sent by bis Govern- 
ment to find them. He did find them. How 
could he do eise under those circumstances? 
But now we find Dr. Koch’s theory discredited. 
Moreover, Dr, Ferran bas chosen a moment 
when there is no real cholera epidemic. All 
bis resuits are negative. 

Correspondent—How do you account for the 
furor that Dr. Ferran bas created? 

Sir William Guli—That I look upon as noth- 
ing. Truto does not come witb furors, but re- 
vea's itself slowly and requires to be proved. 

Sir Andrew Clark, Bart., another royal phy- 
sician and Mr. Gladstone’s medical attendant, 
was tound at home, in Cavendish Square as 
earlyassa. m. He is a disciple of starva- 
tion and temperance as a cure for all mala- 
dies.

Correspondent—Will you oblige Tur TRI. 
UNB with your views, Sir Andrew, as to the 
probable tuture of Dr. Ferrau's discovery in 
cholera inoculation? 

Sir Andrew Olark—I regret that for a long 
time I have not studied the subject, so that 1 
am not in 4 position to give a dec.ded 
opinion—only my impressions. Opinions 
as to the cause of cholera differ so widely 
among eminent persons that without 
deep study it would be difficult to form any 
cone. usion, more especialiy as a discovery such 
as Dr. Ferran’s would require practical proof. 
When some epidemic comes Dr. Ferran may or 
may not provebis success. Yet by experiment- 
ing he 1s doing good, as such moves set medical 
men and patrons thinking. Experimental ac- 
tivity is good for science, whereas stagnation 
and laissez faire are fatal. 

Correspondeat—Whom would you put as the 
highest authority on cholera in Engiand? 

Sir Andrew Ciark—Dr. Klein, most certain- 
ly, of St. Bartholomew's Hospital. He is fresh 
trom the cholera districts, and has gone again 
to France, or you might get his views. My 
own last experience was as long ago as 1364, 
when I was put officially in charge of the epi- 
demic. 

Sir Oscar Clayton, the favorit surgeon and 
intimate friend of the Prince of Wales, was 
next visited at bis consulting rooms in Harley 
street, that are surrounded by tokens of royal

The first day I ever spent in Engiand happened 
to be a Sunday—it must have been some forty 
years ago. I feit glad to bea Om terra firma 
again, after a disagreeable journey, and gave 
vent to my feelings by whistiing some tunes, 
and not very loud either, while walking to the 
hotel. There one of my traveling companions 
who walked by my side said: * sir, do 
not whistie.” *Why shouldI not?’ I replied. 

We 
were in the good city of Hull, an@ my friend 
had the kindness to explain to me that whis- 
tling on the Lord's Day might me into 
trouble in England.

A WISCONSLY TOWN BURNED. 


MEDFORD, IN TAYLOR COUNTY, LOSES ITS 
BUSINESS PORTION BY FIRE~—TWENTY- 
SEVEN BUILDINGS IN RUINS. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis.,5 May 28.—(Special.|— 
Word was receivea in this city today that the 
business portion of Medford, Taylor County, 
was destroyed this morning. As the 
depot and telegraph office were among 
the buildings destroyed it is with 
difficulty that particulars are learned. It is 
known, however, that twenty-seven buildings, 
about 1,000,000 feet of lumber, the Wisconsin 
Central depot, a quantity of wood, ana six cars 
were destroyed. The fire started in the rearof 
the Exchange Hotel, but from what cause is 


unkuown. 

The whole building was soon enveloped in 
flames, and, there being no apparatus for fight- 
ing fire in the place, the flames Jumped from 
building to buildingalong the main street and 
on Whelen avenue. Assistance was asked of 
Stevens Point. The fire department at that 
place responded, reaching Medford about 11 
o'clock. By them the flames were brought 


under control. 
Everything is confusion and excitement in 


the place, and tonigut it is impossible to get 
any statement of the probable loss or insur- 
ance. Among the principal buildings burned 
were the following: Keeler’s Block, owned by 
S. H. Keeler, Postmaster and keeper of a 
general store, Butterfield & Ferguson’s gen- 
eral store, Charles Poquett’s Block, Benjamin 
& Nastitz’s Block, Exchange Hotel, Forest 
House. All freight and baggage in the depot 
were saved. 

During the fire the Hon. J. K. Parish, mem- 
ber of the Assembly, was struck by a falling 
timber and dangerously injured. 

[Medford, located on the Wisconsin Central Rail- 
way, is the county-seat ot Taylor County, Wis. It 
hasa population of 1.200. mosti Americans and 
Germans, and, in common with towns of its char- 
acter in Northern Wisconsin, has devel- 
oped rapidly within the last few years. 
Within the last year there has deen 
a greater quantity of land taken up by actual set- 
tlers in the vicinity of Medford than in any other 
portion of Wisconsin. The town contained three 
large saw-mills, one plauing- mill, tannery, bank, 
two public halls, five churches, and four news- 
papers. Lumber, ties, and tan- bark constitute the 
principal shipments. | ‘ 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 28.—Late tonight it 
is learned from Medford that the losses by to- 
day’s fire are fully $200,000 with avery light in- 
surance—many of the sufferers are not insured 


at all.

THE RUMOR OF GRASSHOPPERS INVADING 
KANSAS DENLED—A PLAGUB OF LOCUSTS. 
Iarrie Rock, Ark., May 28.—] Special.] Re- 

ports from Craghead, Crittenden, and other 

counties in Northeastern’ Arkansas state that 
locusts in vast numbers have appeared in that 
section. They are the first locusts in quanti- 
ties ever seen inthis State. They do not con-

Corn and cotton as yet 
have not been touched, but wheat is being 
widely destroyed. The large timber tops of the 
tallest trees have loads of them.

Award of Percentages in the North- 


Western Traffic Association 


A Protest | from Wholesale Grocers 
and Jobbers—The Future of the 
, West Shore. 


New Oomolications in Western Pools 
The Union Depot Unpleasantness 
at Minneapolis—Other Items. 


The arbitrators appointed by the General Man- 
agers of the roads in the Northwestern Traffic As- 
sociation to fix new percentages for the reorganized 
pool made their award yesterday. The new per- 
centages on west- bound traffic are as follows:

The Washburn route of the St. Faul & Omaha 
gets 15 per cent out of the gross revenue after de- 
duction of the earnings of the live-stock balances, 
Heretofore the Washburn route got 10 per cent. 

From what could be learned yesterday, consid- 
erable dissatisfaction is expressed with the new 
percentages on the part of some of the roads, 
especially the Northwestern and Rock Island, and 
it is quite likely. that one or the other of these 
roads will at once give the required notice of with- 
drawal from the pool. 

There has been trouble since the Northwestern 
Traffic Association was reorganized, about two or 
three wecks ago, principally on account of the 
business going over the Washburn route of the 
Omaha line, which is operated in the interest of 
the Northwestern. The latter has refused ever 
since to report ‘its Washburn line traffic, which 
foreshadowed its determination not to accept the 
award of the arbitrators giving it a percentage out 
of the gross revenue of the Northwestern pool. 
The other roads, and especially the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, have entered protests against this action 
of the Northwestern, and threaten to withdraw 
from the poo! if the Washburn business is not 
reported at once. The Northwestern claims 
that the Washburn business should not go 
into the pool unless the St. Paul & Du- 
luth is also given a percentage, and thus 
stopped from competing against the Washburn 
line. If the former is at liberty to compete for the 
business at whatever rates it chooses the Washbura 
line would not, be able to exist, as the former 
would secure the bulk of the traffic going from St. 
Paul to Lake Superior ports. Another source of 
trouble is the establishment of a new route from 
St. Paul to Green Bay by the Wisconsin Central. 
The latter is now trunsporting about twenty-five 
car-londs of flour a day to Green Bay, which is 
taken East by lake steamers. This competition. if 
not stopped, will soon become more se.ious to the 
regular lines. The competition by the Upper Mis- 
sissippi steamers is so active that the roads in the 
Northwestern Traffic Association have been au- 
thorized to cut regular rates in competition with 
those lines. A meeting of the General Managers 
of the various roads in the Northwestern Trame 
Association has been called by Commissioner Car- 
man for tomorrow to consider the complications, 
but it is not certain that the meeting will be heid, 
as President Cable of the Rock Island is out of the 
city and will not return until next Tuesday. 


A REMONSTRANCE FROM WHOLESALE GRO- 
CERS AND JOBBERS. 


The following remonstrance of the wholesale and 
jobbing grocers of Chicago, St. Louis, and Milwau- 
kee against the system of making two rates on arti- 
cles shipped to the West, was placed in the hunds 
of the General Managers ot the various Western 
roads in this city yesterday:

He called on 
ex-Gov. Beveridge to preside. 

Ex-Gov. Beveridge. on taking the chair, said 
he spoke as the descendant of Scotohmen to 
Scotchmen. He praised the personal liberty 
secured by the laws of Engiand, but con- 
demned her landed system, which, he said, was 
more ignominious than American siavery. He 
then dwelt on the sufferings of the crofters 
and the duty of Americans in the matter of 
sympathy and mora! support.

Harrison, who said he was absent in search of 
heultn.

INSURANCE SECRETS. 

The secret conciave of insurance managers 
and General Agents continued its sessions at 
the Grand Pacific yesterday. The disposition 
to secrecy was even more marked than Wednes- 
duy, a watchman being posted outside the 
door to prevent any. outsider from getting 
within earshot of the proceedings. The com- 
mittee appointed Wednesday to draw up a 
report with regard to the bill that 
recently passed the Ohio Legislature to 
prevent underwriters from organizing and 
fixing rates, presented the result of its iabors, 
which formed the subject of considerable dis- 
cussion. Different views as to the best course 
to be adopted are neid by indiviaual members 
of the committee. One portion is understood 
to be in favor of witudrawing all the agencies 
from Ohio, while another thinks that the mat- 
ter should be contested in the courts by a test 
case. Eventuaily the matter was referred 
back to the committee to report again at 11 a, 
m. today. 

Cotumsus, O., May 28. — [Special.] — The. 
meeting in Chicago today of the agents of fire- 
insurance comvanies and General Managers of 
the same to take acuon in regard io the new 
Obio law probibiting local bourds and com- 
pacts revives interest in the passage of the 
measure by the present Legislature. It was 
fostered and became a law uuder the fatherly 
care of the companies not belonging to the 
loval boards of underwriters, and it was com- 
mon report, while the O'Neill bill was 
pending, that a corrupted fund of $5,000 
bad been raised, by what are known in Obio 
as non-union companies, to secure its passage. 
Insurance-men throughout the State, whose 
interests are affected by the new enactment, 
took no particular interest in it, believing that 
a measure baving what they considered such 
monstrous provisions could never pass any 
Legislature. But inthis they mistook the law- 
makers, and, before they could muster up any 
organized opposition to it, the bill was on the 
statute books. It was instigated by Homer 
White, the local agent of the Royal, and Lon- 
don & Lancashire Companies of London, 
Eng., at Zanesville, O., who, being asked to join 
the local Board of Underwriters, refused to do 
so until compelled to join by the companies in 
deference to their own interests. Afterward, 
at the solicitation ot Mr. White, the Hon. John 
O'Neill, Senator from the Zanesville d istrict, 
introduced the bil. The Hon. H. J. Reinmund, 
Insurance Commissioner, is out of the city, 
but at bis office it was ascertained that early 
steps would be taken to get a case into the Su- 
preme Court whereby the constituuonality of 
the law may be determined. Itis the opinion 
of experts on the question of insurance laws 
that it will be pronounced unconstitutional by 
that court. ; 

THE WEST TOWN BOARD. 

At the meeting of the West Town Board last 
night, Justice Ingersoll in the obair, a bill for 
$227 for the printing of 400 poli-books was 
audited, but it was found that about 200 of the 
books had been throwu into the waste-basket 
by. the janitor when the West Town office 
was removed to its present location, the jani- 
tor not knowing their value, Justice Fisher 
said the papers bad misrepresented him and 
put him ia the position of having stigmatized 
ex-Supervisor’ Huseman when such was not 
the case. In overlooking Mr. Huseman's ac- 
counts. be had made a mistake in the figures, 
but the truth was that the ex-Supervisor’s ac- 
counts were all right. Mr. Huseman was al- 
lowed the sum of $2,001 for services for the 
last year of his incumbency. 

When the matter of the payment of the 
jucges aud clerks of the late election came up 
there was a long debate, the end of the same 
being that the judges were allowed $5 and the 
clerks $4. 

Ex-Cvilector Casselman addressed the board 
and said he would like asettiement. The West 
Town owed him $11,000. Supervisor Paulsen 
said he wanted all the books in the possession 
of the ex-Supervisor before he paid Mr. Cassel- 
man or any body else anything unless the board 
ordered bim so to do. Mr. Casseiman claims 
to have paid out $4,000, which the board has 
refused to pay him. His salary of $1,500 is 
still unpaid. 

IMPERILED LIVES. 

Secretary Edgar of the Building Department 
of the City Government says that when he 
read tho head-lines in a newspaper the other 
day over an account of a holocaust in a book- 
bindery in Cincinnati his first thought was that 
the accident had occurred in Chicago. He 
said he knew of several places in this city 
from which escape would be almost impossible 
in case of fire. Most of these establishments 
in Chicago are located in the tops of tall 
buildings, and a large pruportion of the em- 
pioyés are women. A bindery employing per- 
haps the largest number of binders, male and 
temale, is located in the fifth story. The workx- 
shop ot the establishment next in size is sit- 
uated in the sixth story. Several others are 
located in the fourth and fifth stories. The 
five leading establishments are said to emp.oy 
at least 1.000 giris and womeg while a dozen 
other smaller establishments are permitted to 
‘carry on business in fully as ba’ardous places. 
There is a aw requiring the proprietors to pro- 
vide fire-escapes, but the officials say there is 
no penaliy attached, ane that if the proprietors 
of such places cannot be induoed to make the 
necessary improvements for bumapity’s sake 
simply the only course the officials can pur- 
sué is to wait until accidents happen and then 
punish them for crimina! negligence. 

WAR ON BANNER-CARRIERS. 

The police are waging a war on the individu- 
als who carry the banner for soup-bouses 
and cheap restaurants, and the order issued is 
that the *“ benner-carriers’’ must vacate the 
district bounded by Van Buren and Madison 
streets, the lake, and the river. The * ban- 
ner-carriers”’’ are men who work tor their 
board—i. e., carry a soup-house sign through 
the streets for three alleged square meals per 
day. Afat man with a plug bat welking the 
street is the banner-man's delight. He can 
crowd bim into the gutter or shove his hat 
down over his eyes and beg pardou. This is 
always granted on account of the fat man’s 
beiplesness. At night the carrier goes out and 
accosts passere-by for aid, saying that 
be has just arrived from St. Louis 
and bas bad nothing to eat fora week.

Betore the first buliot was put in the box three 
or wore numbers were to be taken out of a

for the purpose. The com dination as it then stood 
was to be put under seal and deposited at some 
designated place, as, for instance, ina city 
election, in, the City-Hall.

To insure the safety of the ballots in the box 
the button eould be taken off and given to one 
man and the crank removed and piaced in the 
hands of another man.

The opposition to his appoint- 
ment probably grew out of the fact that the 
he.rs did not Know him, and it would not be 
rigut to remove him merely on account of the 
hostility of the benefiviaries if be performed 
his duty well 

The important question was whetber Leman 
had been legally appointed. The will of 
Francis C. Sherman provided that if the ap- 
po.nted trustee refused to serve, the County 
Court should appoint another person in bis 
piace. If tis meant only the County Judge 
there would be fio difficu.ty; but the will could 
not be construed in that way. The wil and 
the evidence seemed to show that the testator 
meant the tribunal. The intention was that 
the court, #8 a tribunal, should act on the 
questious arising under the will, it having pro- 
bate jurisdi¢tion when the will was made. But 


at the time of the appointment of 
Leman as trustee the County Court 
had no jurisdiction over the question 


of trusts, and do chancery jurisdiction at all. 
No consent of the parties could confer juris- 
dicuon. To hold thata testator could invest 
the County Court with power to appoint a 
trustee would de tantamount to conferring a 
jurisdiction en the County Court it did not 
possess, and would also result in preventing 
another court of undoubted power from 
acquiring jurisdiction. The order ot the Coun- 
ty Court, therefore, appointing Leman must 
be beid to be void. Nor would the Circuit 
Court now confirm Lemun’s appointment in 
the face of the hostility of the heirs. The 
property was intended for their benefit and 
they should be consuited. Leman’s acts 
hithérto, however, would be confi med, so that 
all parties who dealt with him woud be pro- 
tected, and the heirs might suggest the name 


of anew party.

Justice Foote looked at the other three, saw 
traces of dissolute babits in their faces, and 
fined them heavily, with a suspension of exe- 
cution for twenty-four hours, to give them an 
opportunity to leave the city.
